Democratic leaders struggled to offset ii by 


TEXT OF MANIFESTO 


Washington, March 3—The text of the manifesto passed 


around the senate to obtain the record of senators on the arms 
of-neutrality bill reads: 


"The undersigned United States senators favor the pass- 


age of S. B. 322 to authorize the president of the United States 
to arm American merchant veseels and to protect American 
citizens in their peaceful pursuits upon the seas. A similar bill 
has already passed the house of representatives by a vote of 
403 to 13. Under the rules of the senate allowing unlimited 
debate it now appears to be impossible to obtain a vote prior 
to noon, March 4, 1917, when the session of congress expires. 
We desire this statement entered into the record to establish 
the fact that the senate favors the legislation and would pass 
it could a vote be had."
